SPOON CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


RECENT INTRODUCTIONS 


The Spoon Chrysanthemums develop into symmet- 
tical rounded bushes about two feet high and two 
feet across, and in the latter part of October are cov- 
ered completely by the dainty flowers which aver- 


age two and one-half inches across. They are per- 


fectly hardy and add much to the beauty of the Rock 
Garden or perennial border during the Autumn 
months. The flowers are produced on straight wiry 
stems, thereby making them very desirable for cut- 
ting. They are charming for table decorations, excel- 
lent for pot culture. 


We offer the following varieties. 


SILVER SPOON. Semi-double, pure white petals tu- 
bular nearly full length giving the flower a spidery 
appearance. 


GOLDEN SPOON. Semi-double round perfect flow- 
ers. Bright apricot yellow. Compact and very tree. 


ORCHID SPOON. Almost double, 2¥2 to 3 inches. 
Very dainty regularly formed flowers freely pro- 


duced in graceful masses. Color a very light pink- 
ish lilac. 

JASPER SPOON. 2 to 2% inches in diameter, nearly 
double. Yellow buff tubes and reverse of petals.

ANTARTIC. A pure white, round-flowered variety of 
good commercial size and excellent substance. 
Blooms November 20th and later when the flux of 
the mid-season varieties have passed. Grows 5 
feet. Take terminal bud. 

BRONZE KIDDER. A bright and pleasing bronze 
sport of the variety Mrs. H. E. Kidder. The inside 
of the petal is a bright bronze with slight shadings 
of Chinese-red, while the reverse is an even shade 
of buff, making a desirable incurved early bronze 
of good substance. Matures October 25th from 
buds selected August 25th 

COMET. This variety will make a place for itself dur- 
ing mid-October, when good Mums are always in 
demand. The color is an intense golden yellow. 
Grows to 4 feet from June planting and needs only 
moderate support. Fine stems and foliage. Take 
terminal bud. Blooms October 15th. Also one of 
the best for shading. 

FRIGIDA. There is a demand for better varieties 
blooming late. Frigida is a large bloom with good 
stem and foliage yielding practically 100% perfect 
blooms with fine texture. Grows 4 to 5 feet from 
June planting. Take terminal bud. 


INDIANAPOLIS BRONZE. Growers who bought In- 
dianapolis Pink will welcome this bronze sport. The 
color is a fine shade of bronze which does not fade 
as the bloom develops. Its blooming date follows 


that of Detroit News which makes it possible to 
have that same grade of bronze into late Novem- 
ber. It is also one of the very best for shading. 
Take terminal bud. Like its parent it grows to 5 
feet from June planting. 


METEORE. Large round bloom on good stem with 
good foliage. We recommend this variety as a 
late yellow to bloom during mid-December. Holds 
well on the plant. Take terminal bud. 


ROSABELLA. A splendid variety to precede Orchid 
Queen, its blooming date being the last week in 
October and holding into early November. The 
color is a good shade of pink which holds unusu- 
ally well. The growth is very rigid and the foliage 
is good. Grows to 5 feet from June planting. Take 
terminal bud. 


ROSEUM. Large incurved bloom with good stem and 
foliage. Grows 5 feet from June planting. The color 
is a bright deep pink which does not fade with 
age. Won the C. 8. A. silver medal in 1939. Take 
terminal bud. 


SHANGRI-LA. This is a lovely clear light pink, reflex- 
ing petal, which has in its color every desirable 
attribute. We believe this will become very popu- 
lar as it is a very late variety maturing at Thanks- 
giving and later. Select bud, September 20th, 
height 4 feet.

IRENE HAYES. White, Anemone type with flat cush- 
ion; disbudded, produces 4—5 inch flowers; ma- 
tures November 15th. 


KATHLEEN RICHTER. Large; golden bronze Ane- 
mone with a low round cushion of the same color; 
diameter of flower is 4 inches when disbudded to 
one flower; matures about November 10th. The 
color of this variety is striking and something new. 


LINDA LOU. An Anemone of a fine shade of medium 
pink which blends well with other colors. Makes 
fine sprays on medium length stems and produces 
heavily. We recommend this variety for cutting 
November 8th and later. 


LOUISE DUPUY. Very large; pink anemone with 
long stiff petals and a very small low cushion; 
diameter of flower about 6 inches when disbudded 
to one flower; matures about November lst; has 
a vigorous growth and is a good producer. 


LULABEL. The anemone type is becoming more and 
more popular and this is a variety that should 
have a place among them. The color is a suffused 
pink with a yellow cushion. The bloom is 3 to 4 
inches in diameter and is produced in fine sprays. 
The growth is of medium height and very sturdy 
producing a heavy yield. 


SUNBRITE. Those who remember Sunshine will wel- 
come this variety. It grows about the same and 
blooms at the same date, late November. Holds 
well on the plant and does not spoil in the cushion 
center like Sunshine did.

PIPERS CASCADE CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


CULTURAL NOTES 


The Cascade Chrysanthemums are becoming the 
favored queen of Autumn flowers. A few words on 
the culture of these beautiful flowers, which may be 
obtained from seeds. 

It is very easily grown, and makes a wonderful sub- 
ject for cutting and pot work, either as a bushplant 
or, as the name suggests, for decorating, falling as it 
does in cascades of beautiful flowers. 

In preparing the soil for seeds, which should be 
sown in February or March, equal parts of garden 
soil, leatmold, and sharp sand makes an admirable 
mixture. It is sufficiently porous, so that the seedlings 
will grow freely. 


Fill pans or pots within three-quarters of an inch of 
the top, using broken crocks or ashes to insure cor- 
rect drainage, sifting the soil to make an even sur- 
face for sowing the seed. Water the receptacles, and 
allow to stand for one day, then sow the seeds and 
cover lightly. 

When seedlings show the fourth leaf, prick out into 
small pots, using any good fresh soil, the following 
mixture preferable: one part loam, one-quarter part 
rotted manure, one-sixteenth part sand. As plants 
continue to grow, increase the size of the pots, and 
also add to the above mixture one-fiftieth part of 
bone meal. 


To obtain upright specimen pot plants, the young 
plants (when about four inches tall) should be 
pinched back until the second week in July, to fur- 
nish a well-shaped plant. 

For the cascade specimens, the young plants must be 
kept tied down to a stick placed in the pot at an angle

of 45 degrees, and the point of the stick to point to 
the North until the middle of August. All laterals are 
kept pinched back, and when the buds are perfectly 
formed the stick is removed and the plant allowed to 
hang over the side of the pot. After this time the 
growths are faced to the South. This will insure per- 
fect raceme of flowers.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


CULTURAL NOTES 


May I present a few helpful notes regarding the cul- 
ture of Chrysanthemums. On receiving plants from 
the nursery special care should be taken for a few 
days until they become established in the pots or 
new location. 


SUMMER PRUNING OR STOPPING 


When the plant shows signs of becoming established 
in the new position, the growing tip should be re- 
moved, to induce branching. Generally, it is advis- 
able to pinch out the top of the shoot after three or 
‘four pairs of leaves have formed, but in the writer's 
garden experience even better results may be had 
by removing the tip after the second pair of leaves is 
mature. Three to five shoots will appear, which, in 
turn, should be stopped, to induce branching. 

The importance of this can not be overestimated. 
Only too often the garden chrysanthemums grown 
in small places are great sprawling plants, almost 
like shrubby climbers, which yield crooked stalks 
for cutting. A little experience will enable one to de- 
cide the best number of stoppings for each variety, 
as some branch freely with one or two stoppings, 
while others must be checked repeatedly. No pinch- 
ing out should be done after the middle of July, as 
this might bring the bloom too far into the autumn. 
Under this treatment plants will usually form broad, 
spreading bushes with erect, upright branches strong 
enough to bear the large flowers coming later. 


FERTILIZING 


From about the time of the last stopping, extra feed- 
ing can be given to advantage. As midsummer is 
also the time of greatest heat, extra water should be 
given if the soil is at all likely to dry out, and the 
surface should be thoroughly hoed, to insure a thick 
mulch. The soil should be watered before the fertil- 
izers are applied. This extra feeding is often omitted 
for the garden varieties, but usually is more than 
worth the trouble. In any case it should be stopped 
by the time the color commences to show in the 
flower buds. 


STAKING 


The period of midsummer growth is especially im- 
portant after the last stopping of growth has been 
made, for it is during this time that stakes should be 
driven beside those plants which grow so tall that 


their stems will not support them. A stake early in 
the summer will insure the erect growth of the flow- 
ering shoots, an item of no small importance when 
the blooms are cut. 


DISBUDDING 


The first bud produced by a chrysanthemum is 
called a “crown” bud. On the large-flowered varie- 
ties this is the bud which usually will produce 
the largest bloom. Almost as soon as it appears, 
branches grow from the axils of the topmost leaves. 
If the crown bud is to be saved, those must be re- 
moved at once. When they are removed, all the 
strength of the plant rises to the crown bud, giving 
it a great development. If it is not to be saved, and 
indeed in most of the garden varieties known to the 
writer it is often abortive, the shoots near it should 
remain. If a single flower is wanted, save but one; 
if many flowers are wanted, all should be kept. Each 
will develop and produce terminal buds in clusters 
of from three to six or seven. lf the strongest one of 
these is saved, it will produce a large flower, but 
for garden decoration more should be saved, pro- 
ducing “sprays” of bloom. 

The desirability of disbudding varieties of hardy 
chrysanthemums is largely a matter of personal 
taste. The writer prefers not to disbud any of the 
outdoor plants except some of the early-flowering 
commercial varieties of Chinese and Japanese sorts 
and members of the groups known in the trade as 
decorative and early-flowering chrysanthemums. 
The former are greatly helped by disbudding, and 
the latter produce moderate-sized flowers of great 
beauty, both in the garden and for cutting. 


SHELTERS 


By the time of flowering the season will have ad- 
vanced until there is a danger of frost. Chrysanthe- 
mum plants are quite frost hardy, but the halfopen 
flowers, especially of white and pink varieties, are 
badly damaged. A certain amount of danger can be 
overcome by choosing portions of the garden where 
frosts do the least damage. The matter of artificial 
protection each person must decide for himself. Un- 
questionably it requires considerable labor to pre- 
pare temporary shelter of any kind. Most commonly 
a frame is built over the bed on which hotbed sash 
can be laid for roofing and the sides covered with

burlap or similar material. It is to be hoped that in 
time a strain of early-flower plants will be found. 
Those who are willing to make shelters for varieties 
which bloom too late to escape frosts have devised 
various temporary shelters of cloth or sash which 
give fairly adequate protection. 


VARIETIES 


The choice of varieties for the garden is a difficult 
matter, because each person has a personal prefer- 
ence to be considered. In addition the chrysanthe- 
mum, having become a flower of the specialist, is 
exhibited in dozens of new forms each year, some 
of which survive the test of distribution, while otners 
are dropped after one season, thus making the 
chosen list of any date more or less useless after a 
very few seasons. 


TYPES OF BLOOMS 


Certain types of blooms should be known to all 
growers and gardeners, the final choice of varieties 
from these being sately left to the individual. 

The early flowering and decorative varieties are not 
so much grown by amateur gardeners as they well 
might be. They flower as freely as the pompon varie- 
ties and produce blooms of considerable size and a 
delightful range of shapes and colors. 

With the early-flowering sorts should be grown some 
of the anemone flowered varieties. They are delight- 
ful chrysanthemums, much like single or semidouble 
ones, except that the florets of the yellow disks de- 
velop a more petal-like substance. All are likely to 
be rather late flowering and should be given a 
sheltered location. 

The single varieties however are beautiful flowers 
for the home gardener and in the opinion of the 
writer are the very best for cut flowers for the home 
as well as for garden decorations. Their number is 
legion, and the variations of color, form, and degree 
of singleness are so many that an extensive collec- 
tion might well include only single sorts. 


INSECT ENEMIES 


The aphid in its several forms, black, green, and 
red, finds the chrysanthemums a favorite feeding 
place, and the careful gardener must be constantly 
prepared to apply contact insecticides to prevent 
the aphids from multiplying to such numbers that the 
plants are checked in their development. Two thor- 


ough applications will check each attack, one killing 
the larger part of the infestation and the second 
catching any which escaped the first application. 
The aphids may often be knocked off by a strong 
stream of water from a hose where available, and 
this treatment, frequently given, is often all that is 
necessary to keep them in check. 

Additional information regarding Chrysanthemums 
will be given upon request. 


SHADING TO ADVANCE 
THE FLOWERING SEASON 


Methods of applying shade vary with most growers. 
It depends on the material on hand and the location 
of the beds. While black sateen cloth is most widely 
used, it is by no means the only suitable material. 
With new cloth that produces a maximum shade, 
roll the ‘cloth over them at 6 P. M., leaving it until 
7 A. M., following morning. With large mums, a few 
days over three weeks is ordinarily required to set 
buds, after which, discontinue shading. With the 
pompons, the shading must be continued after the 
first or center bud is set. This is necessary to get the 
side buds set, and usually calls for ten days or 2 
weeks longer shading. On October pompons, around 
60 days, can be safely figured from the start or shad- 
ing to cutting of crop. November varieties will run a 
week or 10 days over this. Big mums will cover about 
the same time from shading to cutting, the varieties 
vary in this class. 


TO RETARD FLOWERING 


This is done thru prolonging daylight with electric 
lights as already suggested. For mid-season kind, 
turn on lights about August 20. For December varie- 
ties, start a week later. Do not start later, or finished 
stock will tend to have long necks and sometimes, 
malformed flowers. Use 40 Watt bulbs with reflectors. 
Space light 5 feet and high enough to spread the 
light well over the bed. Turn lights on when darkness 
is reached and for 3 hours daily. Continue the light- 
ing for three-fourths as many days as it is wished to 
delay flowering; in other words, if you wish to defer 
flowering 20 days, keep the lights on them 15 days. 
It is not considered practical to delay flowering more 
than 3 or 4 weeks. Take first bud showing atter light 
treatment stops. While the behavior of varieties 
varies under this treatment, success with the above 
suggestions has been fairly uniform.

CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


The majority of experienced growers realize that 
different varieties of carnations react in varying fash- 
ion to soil, climatic and cultural conditions just as 
individual humans react differently to any given 
condition. One variety is a heavier feeder than an- 
other. One requires more moisture. One variety 
grows tall and thin while another bushes heavily 
from the base of the plant. Some do best when topped 
early, others may be topped successfully late into 
the season. Some are best propagated in January 
while with others it makes little difference when they 
are topped. The flowers of some varieties will not 


keep well in one climate, but keep perfectly in an- 
other. And so it is almost impossible to lay down 
definite rules to be followed in all sections with all 
varieties of carnations. Experience and common 
sense must dictate many of the rules. 

Nevertheless, certain suggestions may be offered 
which will be of value to many growers. 

We hope that the brief information contained herein 
will be of some value. We are pleased to answer 
inquiries regarding any phase of carnation growing 
not covered here to the best of our ability. Please do 
not hesitate to call upon us. 


CARNATIONS—Continued 


FERTILIZER 


There is one question which we cannot answer. 
There is no “best’’ fertilizer. Soil and climatic con- 
ditions vary so greatly that it would be impossible 
to intelligently advise what fertilizer to use without 
a complete analysis of the soil and some knowledge 
of climatic conditions. Therefore, we advise that if 
doubt exists, a grower send a sample of his soil to 
the nearest state college or experiment station and 
receive advice from these sources. We like to build 
up our soil in the field through the use of cover crops, 
cow manure and commercial fertilizer so that it is 
adequately supplied with the major nutrients prior 
to benching. If soil is built up in this fashion, no 
further fertilizer will be required for several months. 
From then on, only a soil analysis and a knowledge 
of your conditions can determine what you should 


do. 
INSIDE VS. OUTSIDE PLANTING 


We have heard a lot recently about the advisability 
of carrying carnations inside rather than planting 
them in the field. It has been our experience that as 
long as the field plants can be kept free of diseases 
and as long as the season is not excessively wet, 
field plants are superior to inside grown plants in 
almost every instance. Inside grown plants will 
flower earlier and with longer stems, but they do not 
have the strong, vigorous growth of field plants, and 
the later plants will soon catch up and will invari- 
ably yield the heaviest crop throughout the season. 
Great care must be exercised with plants grown in- 
side in order that they do not become crowded, 
starved, pot bound or checked in any way. 


RED SPIDERS 


Of course control in the field must be by means of 
spray or dust. We prefer to spray as little as pos- 
sible, for there are very few sprays which will not 
injure the plants if used frequently. In any event, 
we try to avoid the oily sprays which remove the 
bloom from the carnation foliage. Rotenone sprays 
are the best and safest. Results depend very largely 
upon the thoroughness of application, for these 
sprays kill by contact. By far the best method of con- 
trol inside is by the use of liquid fumigants having 
a naphthalene base. Growers have had varying suc- 
cess with the use of dusts. Dusts must be used care- 
fully, and cannot be used safely after the plants 
commence to flower. On bright, warm days, plants 
may be syringed with a fine spray of water under 
pressure. This also checks the transpiration of moist- 
ure from the foliage. This practice cannot be followed 
wherever fungus diseases are present. 


RUST 


Sulphur is the most effective preventative or cure 
for rust. Use a very fine dusting sulphur and apply 
it with a blower. Use it on the young plants as soon 
as the first sign of rust appears. It is best applied on 
a bright, warm day, and may safely be used once a 
week or oftener. In light soils the sulphur may cause 


an acid reaction, but this is easily overcome. It is 
not advisable to use sulphur on plants in the pro- 
pagating bench, nor on plants being grown in gravel 
or cinders. In fact you should consult your experi- 
ment station before using any spray or dust on 
plants in cinders or gravel. 


SPOT OR BLIGHT 


Spot or blight caused by the fungus Alternaria 
dianthi may be largely prevented by spraying field 
plants regularly with Bordeaux Mixture. This is not 
a positive preventative, but it is generally effective. 
After benching, this fungus causes branch rot, es- 
pecially among several varieties which are particu- 
larly susceptible. Alternaria is not carried in the 
blood stream of the plant, and any variety that is 
susceptible may be attacked. 


STEM ROT 


This is caused by a mold, Rhizoctonia, which in- 
habits practically all soil and which attacks almost 
any plant. Stem rot IS NOT CARRIED WITH CUT- 
TINGS. Ordinarily the mold is an innocent soil fun- 
gus, but under favorable conditions it becomes a 
serious disease. It thrives under excessively ‘moist 
and warm soil conditions. Control is a matter of cor- 
rect watering, airing, sanitation, shallow planting, 
soil rotation and soil sterilization. Acidity, alkalinity 
or fertility of the soil within the limits of good plant 
growth are of no value in the control of the disease. 
Spraying is useless. Steam sterilization is recom- 
mended, although sterilized soil may easily become 
re-infected if plants are brought in from the field. 


FUSARIUM BRANCH ROT 


This begins with the yellowing and wilting of a 
single branch. Eventually the affected branch dies. 
If the branch is removed before the disease has pro- 
gressed down into the stem, the plant may be saved. 
The fungus enters the conductive tissue under the 
bark, travels down into the stem, and eventually kills 
the entire plant. The fungus enters through injuries 
caused by careless handling, too rapid growth, top- 
ping, picking, etc. It may be carried in the cuttings. 
Soil sterilization is of no value, and there is no spray 
which will prevent or cure it. Injuries should be pre- 
vented. The same warm, moist conditions which are 
favorable to other fungus diseases will also encour- 
age the growth of Fusarium rot. 


APHIDS AND THRIPS 


These are comparatively minor problems, and are 
easily cleaned up, although thrips will continue to 
blow in from outside as long as ventilators are open. 
Nicotine in one form or another is the best cure. We 
prefer nicotine fumigation. 


SPLITTING AND BRITTLENESS OF STEM 


We would like to be able to list a cure for these 
two conditions, but not enough is known definitely 
about the causes for us to offer advice. Many 
growers ask us about these conditions, and we take 
this opportunity to admit that research in this field 
is still in the experimental stage as far as we know.
